Parting psychiatrist 
gives views on Lompoc

The 
man 
eating 
fried 
rice 
(without onions) and drinking ice 
tea at a table near the dusty plastic 
flowers is Dr William Goldsmith, 
medical 
director of 
the 
Santa 
Barbara 
County 
Mental 
Health 
Center in Lompoc. He, actually, is 
the former director now 
Dr. 
Goldsmith 
35, 
studied 
medicine at the USC School of 
Medicine, 
interned 
at 
the 
Huntington Memorial Hospital in 
Pasadena, and served psychiatry 
residency at the Cedars- Sinai 
Medical Center in Los Angeles - all 
to become Lompoc’s first practicing 
psychiatrist (not psychologist) two 
and a half years ago 
He 
seems 
to 
be 
good 
at 
recognizing depression. 
In fact, 
during lunch he talked about three 
depressing 
subjects: 
Lompoc, 
leaving Lompoc, and the mental 
health center. This last subject, 
though, may border more on doubt 
than depression. 
Dr. Goldsmith is acutely aware of 
depression because sadness and 
gloominess are prevalent emotions 
in our town. 
“ Lompoc is a town where there is 
an awful lot of depression,” he 
began, “ That’s probably one of the 
most single things you see. A lot of 
depression. 
A 
lot 
of 
marital 
problems, 
depressed 
housewives 
complaining about distant husbands. 
A kind of a town that I wonder if 
people that come here to work may 
be somewhat depressed themselves. 
“ Any kind of an environment will 
attract people who are suited to it, 
that have found what they want 
there. The fact about Lompoc is that 
you can see that it is a very family 
orientated 
town 
rather 
than 
intellectually 
or 
culturally 
orientated. So you tend to get a town 
where there is not a lot of color and 
movement and appeal for the pulse 
of the times. 
“ Now 
this 
can 
create 
an 
environment that for some people is 
very nice. A lot of people really love 
the place. But it could also create an 
environment where you can get good 
and 
depressed 
because 
of 
the 
relative lack of stimulation.” 
That 
is 
Dr. 
Goldsm ith’s 
impression of Lompoc “ in a nut 
shell.” 
On the bright side, Lompoc has 
something to offer certain types of 
people, he contended “ If you are a 
chronic depressive anyway, very

into yourself, don’t look too much 
from your environment in terms of 
feelings and stimulation, you might 
step right in and no questions asked. 
“ On 
the 
other 
side 
of 
the 
spectrum, if someone has a real 
good family life, got a lot of 
satisfaction out of his own little 
intimate circle, then he might find 
live here very congenial.” 
But a large middle ground of 
people wouldn’t like Lompoc much 
because they need more from the 
environment than they can get from 
their families. 
Where does Dr Goldsmith fit? “ I 
fit 
probably 
in 
that 
middle 
category,” he said and washed down 
his admittance with a gulp of iced 
tea. Just outside the sun was 
shining; the same sun that, Dr. 
Goldsmith relates, shines brighter 
and happier in Santa Barbara than 
in Lompoc. 
Yet, Dr. Goldsmith claimed to be 
depressed about leaving Lompoc, 
although he wants to move to Santa 
Barbara to work at the mental 
health center there. This feeling, he 
explained, is not so perplexing. 
“ When I was in the army I saw 
guys who got depressed because 
they were leaving Vietnam,” he 
said, noting something about the 
fear of change and insecurity of 
loss. 
Dr. Goldsmith is leaving Lompoc 
nearly like he came here— under 
depressing 
circum stances, 
unfortunately. 
“ When I first came to Lompoc I 
thought it was a pretty dreary, 
pokey 
town and 
I ’ll 
say that 
impression has lessened but not 
disappeared.” 
(Maybe that was why his wife and 
he decided to live in Santa Ynez, 
rather than Lompoc.) 
And, to an extent, the time Dr. 
Goldsmith practiced in Lompoc was 
met 
with 
a 
depressing 
public 
attitude toward the mental health 
center and people who use it— the 
public attitude that a person doesn’t 
go to the mental health center 
unless he is crazy. 
“ The reality,” he added as if 
saying something he is tired of 
saying, “ is that human beings suffer 
psychic truama of various degrees.” 
Then he reflected: “ I do wonder 
what mental health services has 
accomplished here in the last few 
years. I know we’ve done a lot of 
service to a lot of people but what 
else have we done? Have we raised 
the general level of mental health, 
which is a goal of mental health 
service?” 
At that moment, Dr. Goldsmith 
concluded his meal and discourse 
by snapping open a fortune cookie. 
He read, it, frowned, and dropped 
the small strip of paper to the table. 
It contained no suitable answer.

“ It’s our effort to speak to the 
issue and present the White House 
viewpoint,” Ziegler said “ I think 
they did so.” 
Haig had refused last week to 
testify before the Senate Watergate 
committee about a $100,0000 Howard 
Hughes contribution to Nixon, but 
appeared Sunday on ABC’s “ Issues 
and 
Answers" 
while 
St. 
Clair 
appeared on NBC’s “ Meet the 
Press.” 


The day before, the White House 
released 
a

document 
attempting to show contradictions 
between Senate testimony of Dean, 
former Nixon counsel who is his

the President. 


Ziegler urged that the public and 
the House Judiciary Committee

City storm drain may be extended

City of Lompoc staff members 
and County Flood Control engineers 
are working on plans for the 
extension of the Lefkowitz Storm 
DDrain System to the mouth of 
Rudolph 
Canyon, 
the 
Record 
learned today. 
Flood 
control 
chief 
James 
Stubchaer broached the subject 
Friday. 
He 
said 
Lompoc 
City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers and 
Supervisor 
Francis 
H. 
Beattie 
favored the project. Wahlers was 
out of the city Friday, but Beattie 
said 
he 
approved 
the concept 
because it would make a comlete 
project out of the system. The drain 
is under construction now. It runs 
from a point near D Street and 
North Avenue, south to Cypress 
Avenue and ends at A Street and 
Hickory Avenue. The extensions 
would carry the line south to Olive 


Avenue and east to Rudolph Canyon, a 
distance of several hundred yards. 
Stubchaer estimates the cost of the 
extension at about $50,000 split 
evenly between city and flood 
control district. Both the Lompoc 
City Council and the Board of 
Supervisors would have to approve 
the project and the expenditure of 
funds, but that approval appeared 
certain. District funds for such 
purposes are depleted at present but 
Stubchaer said the fund will be 
replenished after July 1 when the 
new 
county 
budget 
becomes 
operative. 
Councilman Sol Lefkowitz who 
conceived the total project and 
pushed it to the construction stage, 
said today that city funds for the 
extension could come from about 
$24,000 saved by the city on the Olive 
Avenue improvement project. He

Sewer system ordinance 
to be presented tomorrow

Tomorrow night a new 
proposed city sewer system 
ordinance 
will 
make 
its 
debut as the Lompoc City 
Council pursues the task of 
bringing 
the 
c i t y ’s 
foundering 
wastewater 
treatment 
system 
up to 
state snuff 
Hardly the volume for 
light parlor reading, the 
ordinance 
specifies 
the 
various 
forms 
of 
waste 
which may and may not be 
dumped into city sewers Of 
particular interest to home 
water softener owners and 
to four Lompoc industries, 
though, 
is a 
passage 
reading: "After February 1, 
1975. any water softener 
regeneration waste which, 
during 
any thirty 
day 
period, contains more than 
999 
pounds of 
salt 
(is 
prohibited )” 
The sentence is important 
both for what it says and 
what it doesn’t say. 
What it doesn't say is that 
owners 
of home 
self- 
re g e n e ra tin g 
w ater 
softeners, the common type 
requiring periodic loads of 
salt, must get rid of them. 
This was the 
fear of a 
number of home owners as 
well as the water softening 
industry after a consultants’ 
report 
from 
Brown 
and 
Caldwell Co. suggested the 
home unit prohibition as a 
possible means of trimming 
the 
dissolved 
salts 
in 
Lompoc sewage down to 
state máximums. 
What the sentence does 
say, in effect, is that the 
local Culligan and Rayne 
w ater 
conditioning 
com panies, 
Lompoc 
District Hospital and Red 
Star 
Industrial 
Laundry 
have until this date to limit 
the salt they discharge. All 
four concerns dump over 
1,000 pounds of it into local 
sewers per month 
The 
com p rom ise 
ordinance, drafted by Gene 
W a h le rs , 
city 
administrative officer, or a 
comparable mineral source 
control ordinance, must be 
passed by July 1 of this year 
if the city is to comply with 
the 
provisions 
of 
its 
Na tio n a l 
P o llu tio n

A couple who gave a 
London address rented the 
cottage from local farmer 
Connie Hayes just two days 
before a five-member gang 
led by a French-speaking 
woman raided the stately 
home of Sir Alfred Beit in 
County Wicklow and got 
away with paintings worth 
$20 million 
A woman arrested at the 
cottage 
and 
booked 
in 
Dublin's Bridewell prison 
under the name of Dr. Rose 
Dugdale, was ordered to 
appear today before the 
special criminal court. Miss 
Dugdale, 
a 
33-year-old 
English civil rights worker, 
already is sought by British 
police on arms smuggling 
charges. 


Her companion faded into 
the countryside, an area 
with strong traditional ties 
with the IRA.

typewriter, 
during which time he began 
going on longer and longer 
drives from his beach home 
in Trancas, just north of 
Malibu, Calif. 
His 
jaunts 
eventually 
ended in Los Vegas, where, 
as he explains, he spent the 
“ summer of my nervous 
breakdown.” 


A journalist at heart, 
Dunne rented an apartment 
and started leafing through 
the yellow pages to learn the 
town He made “ maniacal 
late night and early morning 
telephone calls to druggists, 
psychiatrists, 
private 
detectives and others and 
began meeting the people 
behind the glittering lights 
of The Strip. 


Out 
of 
the 
frenzied 
activity results three main 
characters whose neurotic 
lives make for humor, shock 
and disillusionment in the 
recently 
published 
book, 
“ Vegas: A Memoir of a 
Dark 
Season.” 
(Random 
House $6.95). 


There is Artha, a poetry- 
writing 
hooker, 
Jackie 
Kasey, a warmup comic 
who tells bad jokes for 
$10,000 a week, and Buster 


Mano, 
a 
detective 
who 
chases down lost husbands 
and wives and complains of 
constipation. 
“ It’s the talkingest damn 
place I’ve ever been to.” 
Dunne said in an interview 
in 
San 
Francisco. 
"Complete strangers will 
come up to you and tell you 
they embezzled company 
funds, that their wife has 
just left, or they were 67 and 
had a 19-year-old girl friend 
—all kinds of stuff.” 
Most 
of 
these 
conversations, he said, took 
place in the early morning 
hours at the casino coffee 
shops in the town he found to 
be “ surreal” without being 
completely unbelievable 
“ The extraordinary thing 
is that here is a city that is 
lubricated 
with sex and 
money,” said Dunne. “ But I 
find it the most asexual 
place I’ve ever been. It is 
really instant turn-off. Sex 
is 
just 
another 
merchandising gimmick.” 


Dunne, however, found an 
interesting sex machine in 
Artha, a 
prostitute who 
spills her life to him while 
using his company to keep 


from being busted while 
cruising casinos. 
“ I felt likq a surrogate 
pimp with Artha.” 
said 
Dunne, who used some of 
her racy tales to spice the 
book. 
Visitors to Vegas, says 
Dunne, find themselves with 
an 
“ enforced 
sense 
of 
having to have a good 
t im e .” 
People 
try 
enthusiastically to have fun 
in the gambling spa until 
about the third or fourth day 
when they wake up saying, 
“ What the 
am I doing 
here?” 
Still, as a writer, Dunne 
found 
Las 
Vegas 
fascinating. 
“ Getting caught up in the 
rhythm of Vegas takes on a 
kind of malignant beauty,” 
he said, adding that he 
finally found peace of mind 
and returned to Trancas to 
fit the pieces together. 


It took a full year of hard 
writing for Dunne to finish 
the book, during which time 
his 
novelist 
wife, 
Joan 
Didion. was the toughest 
critic. 
And, 
he 
hasn’t 
returned to the scorching 
desert gaming mecca since.

Budgeting our money 


The federal government is working on a 
plan to budget $4.103 or your money for its 
expenses 
That is what the $804 billion budget now 
in the works would cost each household in 
the nation. The great news comes from 
that 
indefatigable 
private 
research 
organization. Tax Foundation, Inc. The 
figure is $1,214 higher than the bite of four 
years ago. 
As if that's not enough, with April 15 still 
a near and not so dear recollection, the 
Foundation tells us that every dollar the 
average taxpayer has earned so far this 
year, will, in effect, be earmarked to pay 
his federal, state and local taxes owed for 
this year 
Put it another way: during the year, if 
his work week is 40 hours, it will take all of 
each Monday and until about a quarter 
after 2 p m. Tuesday before he has earned 
enough to pay taxes and starts earning for 
himself. 
Tax Foundation even breaks down to an 
eight-hour daily time clock schedule this 
m atter of how long one works to pay his 


taxes, 
as 
compared 
with 
his 
other 
expenditures: 
For taxes: two hours and 38 minutes. 
For housing and household operations: 
one hour, 24 minutes. 


For food and beverages: one minute 
over one hour. 
For transportation: 38 minutes. 
For clothing : 25 minutes. 
For medical care: 23 minutes. 
For recreation and all other expenses: 
one hour, 31 minutes. 


Where does the real pinch come from9 
On lower and middle income groups it is 
primarily caused by the steady rise in the 
wage base upon which Social Security 
taxes are levied. Tax Foundation says. 
That and increasing sales levies. 


All of us may not want, nor benefit from 
all the services government keeps offering 
us. But we pay for what we get, like it or 
not. Until we make it clear, perfectly 
clear, to government what we want and 
what we are willing to pay for, there isn't 
much hope for significant tax relief.

American aristocracy 


Although it says right in the first 
article of the Constitution there 
shall be no nobility in the United 
States an aristocracy does exist. 
And it is on the rise among those 
who are entrenched in high public 
positions. Many of the hard earned 
dollars the citizens have this month 
turned over to local, state and 
federal 
governments will go to 
support these officials in a manner 
that would make a foreign potentate 
look like a pauper 
The tragedy is that much of this is 
oceuring in education among those 
to whom the citizens have entrusted 
the training of the young 
A prime example of this publicly 
funded aristocracy is U.C. President 
Charles J. Hitch Because Hitch is 
only one of growing numbers this 
column will continue to sound the 
alarm at the risk of laboring the 
subject. For what is needed to head 
off this abuse is not silence but an 
army of Paul Reveres to awaken the 
countryside. 
Hitch is paid a salary far, far 
greater than most of California’s 20 
million citizens who foot the bill. His 
$55.000 salary is even greater than 
that paid the governor. 
But that is only the tip of the 
iceberg. He lives in a million dollar 
mansion for which he pays nothing. 
Not even his own phone bill which is 
included in a $3200 item budgeted for 
utilities. Also in the 1974 budget is 
$11,300 
for 
house 
and 
yard 
maintenance that does not include 
the costs of caring for the extensive 
gardens surrounding the home. That 
is 
charged 
to 
UC’s 
School 
of 
Landscape Architecture. 
Also provided in the budget is 
$20,700 for servants to wait upon 
Hitch. Other citizens who employ 
household help pay for it out of 
earnings after taxes and also must 
pay employer payroll taxes. 
And, as disclosed in the Hitch 
contract 
which 
was 
secretly 
executed and made public only after 
a court action, he is given a $15,000 a 
year slush fund for entertainment.

The contract further showed an 
unusual retirement benefit had been 
provided as well as a limousine 
complete with chauffeur. 
The beauty of all this is that Hitch 
escapes normal property taxes and 
pays income tax only on his salary 
and 
not 
on any of the added 
emoluments. Those, when totalled, 
place him in the position of one 
earning well over $150,000 a year. 
The Regents have justified this 
princely 
compensation 
with 
the 
claim it is necessary in order to 
recruit the best available person for 
the job of president. But Hitch was 
already working for UC at much less 
salary and without any house or 
other benefits when he was named 
president. 
And Hitch isn’t the only one. All of 
the chancellors of UC are provided 
with free homes and servants. For 
this the budget contains nearly 
$300,000 and that doesn’t include the 
costs of the homes. 
And there seems to be no limit to 
how deep such people will dip into 
the pockets of the taxpayers if given 
half a chance. For example; the 
daughter of Berkeley’s Chancellor 
Albert Bowker recently was given a

$47,000 and his wife is a professor at 
Hayward State where her salary is 
above $16,000. 
Hitch recently returned from a 
five week all expense paid tour of 
the Orient. Normal vacation for 
state employes with less than ten 
years service is only 15 days. But 
Hitch drew his full salary all during 
his absence. Ordinary citizens must 
travel on their own time and pay for 
it out of their earnings after taxes. 
After April 15 most haven’t enough 
left for a trip to the next town.

The tolerable plague 


Remember the polio epidemic of 
the 1950s? We’ve got our own. The 
venereal disease epidemic is alive 
and well. And thriving in Santa 
Barbara County. 
Speed - shifting 
1972 
statistics 
on 
roaring 
statewide 
gonorrhea and syph­ 
ilis rates prodded 
the public and gov­ 
ernment into a gen­ 
eral anti-VD mobil­ 
ization. Committees 
were 
formed 
in 
Lompoc, the county 
and 
elsewhere; 
seminars set up; 
educational 
changes 
approached 
and some made. The Record and 
other media featured multi-part 
series on the wildfire. 
What was the result? 
Late 
stats 
show 
that 
the 
gonorrhea climb rate was blunted — 
but not turned back — and that the 
same is generally true for syphilis. 
Most tellingly, gonorrhea held on 
to the title it’s held for years: by 
far 
the 
county’s 
preeminent 
reported 
communicable 
disease, 
with new cases each year adding up 
to far more than all the new cases of 
a ll 
th e 
o t h e r 
r e p o r t e d 
communicable diseases all added 
together. But only about half of all 
actual gonorrhea cases are reported 
because the disease produces no 
initial symptoms in 80 per cent of 
women infected with it or in 10 per 
cent of the men. This bad news 
comes from Dr. Frank Cline, chief 
county 
communicable 
disease 
control officer. 
Why? 
Because VD is a tolerable plague. 
Cline gauges that if there were as 
much polio, small pox or Bubonic 
plague in this county as there is VD, 
the public furor would be deafening. 
Heads would roll. But the people’s 
attitude toward venereal disease is 
different. 
VD? 
You’re 
kidding. 
People don’t really like to talk about 
it and it doesn’t cripple you anyway. 
In 
fact, 
the 
veneral 
disease 
epidemic going on right now in this 
county 
is 
far vaster 
than the 


celebrated polio epidemic of the 
1950s 
and 
both 
gonorrhea 
and 
syphilis routinely cripple people. 
There 
were, 
Cline 
estimates, 
about 108 new polio cases per year in 
Santa Barbara county at the height 
of the 50s epidemic that was on the 
lips 
of 
every 
housewife, 
kept 
children 
away 
from 
public 
swimming 
pools 
and 
drinking 
fountains 
and 
cast 
fear 
over 
people’s daily lives. 
In 1973 there were 1,018 new 
reported cases of gonorrhea in the 
county and 146 new reported cases 
of syphilis. And at this time, from 
all external evidence, the anti-VD 
crusade of 1972 was winding down. 
Gonorrhea has been listed as the 
most common cause of sterility and 
*a frequent cause of stillborn infants. 
Syphilis, 
of 
course, 
erodes 
your body and mind, drives you 
insane, etc. 
The county gonorrhea rate shot up 
from 386 new yearly cases in 1967 to 
1,228 in 1970, dipped to 970 in 1972 
and then nosed back up. Meanwhile, 
the county population 
increased 
from 261,250 in 1967 to about 276,000 
now, 
far less of a percentage 
increase than VD has shown. 
Again, this is only about half the 
actual 
cases, 
which, 
Dr. 
Cline 
relates, assumes a very good case 
reporting system. 
Syphilis county-wide went from 
104 new cases in 1967 to a high of 164 
in 1970, down to 110 in 1972 and back 
up to 146 in 1973. So far this year, Dr. 
Cline reports “a little epidemic” of 
syphilis. 
In Lompoc, we don’t have the 
number of actual cases, just the 
number of visits, due to Health 
Department policy. In 1969 there 
were 24 local VD visits and the 
clinic was held once or twice a 
month. At times now, there are 
more visits than this a week at the 
Lompoc clinic, operated weekly, 
free to anyone (call 6-5621 and ask 
for the Health Department.) There 
were 394 Lompoc VD visits in 1972 
and about 350 last year. 
There is other evidence that this 
remarkable epidemic, for which 
there are many known, effective 


and painless cures if only treatment 
is prompt, is considered tolerable. 
A county VD contact investigation 
officer, who has been working out of 
the Santa Maria office to locate 
people who have been exposed to VD 
and may have it without knowing it, 
will lose his job in June. The federal 
grant that paid for his billet is being 
trimmed. Still remaining under this 
grant program is a free laboratory 
gonorrhea diagnosis service to allow 
physicians to screen all their female 
patients, turning up that 80 per cent 
who are infected without knowing it. 
This 
program 
will 
have 
to 
s t r u g g l e 
al o n g 
w i t h o u t 
transportation funds, but it will 
probably survive for now. 
The highest rate of gonorrhea is 
found among 15 to 25-year-olds, 
according to Dr. Takey Crist in a 
speech to a national physicians 
society last week. Of the more than 
four billion four-year-olds in the 
U.S. today, Crist added, it now looks 
like, by the time they’re 25, about 1.2 
million of them will have contracted 
gonorrhea at least once.
